Horrible Suiflrte of a Man Made Insane 
by the I'ain of Dlsrusu. 

S.iN Fii.t.vi'is(?(i, Dec. 18. -One of the 
iiiiist liiirrible cases of suicide ever re- 
cunled ill this city occurred early this 
iiidriiiiig, the victim being Milo Balla- 
lidsich, a Sliivoniiiu. He had been suf- 
fering frmii a jiaiiifnl disease of the in- 
testines, aial beeaiiie insane. 

This iiiorning a man who occupied 
the same iiiniii with him awakened to 
liiid llall.ilMi.-ich .standing on the lloor 
naked, witli a frightful gash across the 
ahdoiiieii, and covered with blood. The 
man 1 uslicd from the room and notified 

the pdlice. 

When tlio ollicers arrived, the mad- 
Oraii was tearing out liis vituls, cutting 
tliein oil' and scattering the pieces over 
the tloor. lie was taken to the hospi- 
tal, where he died several hours later. 

Dr. FoulUea says this is the most in- 
tcrcsiing ease tliat has ever come to his 
notice; "fur," he said, "this inadnian 
has ai'tually peifdinied an operatiim 
wliicli, if it had been done sciciUilically 
and a little sddiier, his life would have 
liccii saved, lie hud deliberately opened 
his uhdoiiieii and out from it a diseased 
pill-lion tif the intestines. He was suf- 
fering from intcrsusccption of the bow- 
els, or, iu other words, portions of the 
intestines wore telescoped, and it was 
these portions that he cut out. When 
liu performed the operation peritonitis 
linil set in, and of course his life could 
not, have hecn saved.

The verdict in the Ciouiu oiiso was bo 
fiiugular that it was diflicult to belie ve 
tliat some nii8t.ake^wi!,9 not miulo in 
telegraphing it. We werci infonneil 
that the jury not only found a verdict 
but it passed sentence. This is never 
done in this country. Tho jury pro- 
nounces upon the guilt of the prisoner 
but the judge decides what tho puiiiah- 
nient ahull bo. Ho ia, in passing sent- 
ence, limited by the law, but aa regards 
soine oiFenBeB be^is allowed considerable 
liiaoretion. Iii capital oflFensea he must 
award capital punishment. Jf the , jury 
tiiids a verdict of guilty- in "a cose of 
murder he iiiuat aentcnoe tho prisoner 
to death, lie cannot do aa the Chicago 
jury did — after they had found tho ac- 
cused guilty of ono oflfenoo award the 
punishment prescribed for another and 
a lighter offence. The verdict of the 
jury in tho Cronin cose was— "Wo liud 
the prisonera, Daniel Coughlin, Martin 
Ihu-ke, and Patrick CSuUivan guilty of 
murder as charged in tho indictinont, 
and fix their punishment at imprison- 
niont in the penitentiary for the term of 
llieir natural lives." In tliia case tlicu 
llie jury exerciauil the fiuictiona both of 
■y and of judge, a thing that under 
iliah law would be impossible, OThis 
is wliat made tho sentenco OH-; at i first 
telegraphed appear so straugo to Can- 
adians and others who aro not acquaint- 
1 with the laws of the State of Illinois, 
1 to bu almost incredible. 
'I'liuauntonuo WHS utterly illogical. 'I'hc 
Miurdur was a most alrocioua one. Dr. 
t'rouin luid buen by false representa- 
tions induced to enter a house hired for 
tho very purpose of committing tho 
imirdcr. Ifc had no warning of his 
langer. His nuirdurura appeared to hu 
iriundly until the voiy uiomunl he ru- 
eoivuil tho first treacherous blow. It 
ivaa as foul a murder as could possibly bo 
oonimitted. If ever murderers deservod 
to bo punished with death tho men who 
invoiglud Dr. (/roiiin iiilo that lime 
iiouau 111 kill him deserved it. 'I'hen- 
uu uuniiueluil with this crime no exten- 
li lting circumstances, but there were 
circiimatauces which made it iioouliariy 
dangerous to the community in which 
the murderers and their victim lived. 
Kvuryone must admit that the periie- 
ir.itura of ao terrible a crime de.servcil 
the severest piiiiislimeut that the law 
.:oulil ii.lliei. The only question with 
Lhe jury waa: ilid the men commit the 
crime laid to their charge? If thuy (li<l 
not commit it, or if there was a ruaao. i- 
able doubt as to their guilt, tliun they 
should be ucquittud fortliwiili. It is 
lni(|uitous to puniali inuocunt men in 
my way. If the men, buing iiinocuut, 
were ao unfortunate as to be in a posi- 
tion which g^ve room for -strong sus- 
picion, they should he pitied, not pun- 
ished. Ihit if it wa.s proved that they 
were "guilty of munler as charged 
ill the indictiiiuiit" it is dilli- 
.jiilt lo imderstand liuw inuii jjoascsaed 
uf ordinary reasoning power could help 
suiituncing them to t^he punishment pre- 
.scribed by_ the low for men who had 
!)oun guilty of the most atrocious niur- 
dur. The case was one that admitted 
.)f no coniproniiHe. Tliu only alturna- 
tivu before that jury was, guilt}' or not 
guilty — the death penalty or acquittal. 
The decision to which the jury came 
shows the- folly of giving juries power 
to tlx tho punishmeub well as to find 
a verdict.

Ill these, days . men. are,, .seriously 
ipicationing the infallibility of "twelve 
men in a box." They say that tlie ver- 
dicts of juries prove that twelve ordiiiai y 
citizens are not competent to decide 
either reasonably or justly in disputes 
iietweeu man and man. It must bo ad- 
mitted that many of the decisions of 
jurii!.s would lead to that conclusion. It 
ia not every man who can cast aside 
feeling and prujudice and ducidu u 
i|ueslioii imrely aecoriling to the ovi- 
deiiuc. There arc iiiuii who cannot bo 
in.ide lo unilcrstaiiil the nature of testi- 
iiiony. 'I'liey caiinot,Vlet theiil do'their 
beat, distinguish between what is evi- 
dence and what is not evidence. An 
honest juror who is iiio.st anxious to do 
Ilia duty fairly, often attaches iiiiportiinco 
til some trivial fact or e'ireimistam'u that 
really luus no bearing uiMin the caai; and 
iliat should not be allowed to intlncnce 
Ilia decision. In short, the difliculty of 
getting a jury. which can bo depended 
upon to try- a case both 'intelligently 
.uid fairly is so groat that there 
are niiiiiy who contend that jurioa 
should 1)0 diiiiu iiway with altoguthur. 
IMlieis, however, .say that, taken aa a 
ivhole, the duuihioiis of juries aro fair, 
and that substantial justice ia done by 
them. It is safer, these men contend,

Inspector Young yeaterlay leceivcd 
his'.ructiona from Ottawa regarding the 
new regulation conceruing Canadian 
boniled goods. lie has aiilimittcd by 
letter the re(|uirciuents of the Canadian 
custoiiis to the agents iu this city of the 
Northern and Union Pacific railways, 
who will forward .same lo the managing 
ollicera at Portland for consideration. 
There is little donht but that the rnil- 
waya concerned will ilniAfc^lialely assent 
to the proposition of the t'anadiaii cus- 
tonia, for the new method will place 
them aa far aa freight delivery ia 
UQUcernod in equally aa good a position 
aa their Canadian competitor :
